Mr. Helms said that after more than ten years of highly competent 
service as Chairman, JAEIC, that Dr. Don Chamberlain wished to 
relinquish this position. He observed that this seemed only fair since 
Dr, Chamberlain had done this job so very well for such a long time, 
noting, also, that there was an eminently qualified an d experienced replace - 
ment whom he was designating as the new Chairman, I ~ 

(Alternate Chairman of JAEIC and Chief of the Nuclear Energy Division, 
OSI/CIA). 

The Chairman noted that the JAEIC had done its job with great 
accuracy and precision over the years; both during times of great stress 
concerning USSR and Chinese testing as well as during the somewhat more 
routine periods of recent years. He went on to thank the Board Principals 
for their cooperation with JAEIC and for the high quality of the representa- 
tives they had provided to the Committee,
